The more compact the Executive depart- 
ment the better, provided the elective iran- 
shUe be preserved free, independ" it and 
liberal. Wherever free suffrage and mal- 
idministration are found existing, the fault 
ies with the people and not with the Ex- 
ecutive. A city government can be chang- 
ed as often as a town government, and iti 
evils as often and as fully redressed, while 
its Executive and administrative depart- 
ments are much more prompt^ energetic and 
efficient. This change we nwlcome as for 
the better. 


Again—our Schools are changed. New- 


gort of old, in its educational department 
noes not come back to us with any very 
pleasant or very proud memories. Its ad- 
vantages in this respect till within a very- 
few years, were far behind the progressive 
spirit of this century. But there has come 
a change. Public Schools have been estab- 
lished and their various departments have 
gradually risen in excellence until we can 
proudly compare them not only, with the 
rest of our State, but even with'Mar°achu- 
setts, the great pioneer in the cause of gen- 
eral education. This then is a change for 
the better.

the Union as a Slave State. If it should 1)C 
fco, the event may justly tie charged to the ac- 
count of the general agitation on the subject 
of Slavery. There m:iy.possibly be some truth 
in the remark, that if there be anythin ? worse 
than Slavery, it is Anti-Slavery."—#oi-/(Hl 
Courier. 


'There may possibly be sonic truth in 


the remark," that if there be anything worse 
than nonsense it is falsehood; and the 
Conner is probably guilty of both. The 
" apprehension " expressed by that journal 
in regard to Oregon is not verv likely to 
be realized; but that California may be 
divided, and one half of it manufactured in- 
to a Slave State, to offset the admission of 
Free Kansas, (provided the freedom of 
Kansas shall be finally secured,) is pro- 
bable enough. 
Should that project fail, the 


carving of three or four Slave States out of 
Texas, one or two out of New Mexico, or 
an indefinite number out of the Indian ter- 
ritory adjoining Kansas on the South, we 
should regard as a moral certainty—to say 
nothing of the seizure of Cuba, Nicaragua, 
or a large additional cnunk of Mexico, with 
a sole view to the extension of the "peculiar 
institution"—which 
;•; likely enough to 


happen at any :i™o. 
And we certainty 


should not expect tne Boston Courier to 
make any very formidable opposition to any 
of these projects. 


But what we chiefly see to complain of, 


in the extract we have quoted from that 
paper, is not its shallow "apprehension" 
relative to Oregon, but its malignant folly 
in charging the extension of Slavery to 
" the account of the general agitation on 
the subject," and its false and venomous 
implication that the opposition to Slavery is 
Worse than Slavery itself. 
Of course, these 


false charges are mainly designed to injure 
even as they basely misrepresent the lie- 
publican party.
